This power-station was 
dismantled between January and jaigust 1947. The dismantled 
equipment included practically new turbines* 3 fire- tube boilers, 
and several hundred meters of cable. The power-station furnished 
electric current for Saxony and parts of Czechoslovakia. The 
Russian authorities explained that the dismantled equipment will 
serve as model for the reproduction of such machines. 

This mine wa 3 to be en- 
tirely dismantled and dismantling operations were scheduled to 
finished by 15 August. In the dismantling were included the 
technical equipment, the iron beams from the briquette factory,
